| A. The veal riblets are cut from the 
| veal breast, which is a long flat cut 
containing the breast bone and rib 
ends. To make the riblets, the breast 
bone is removed, and the _ breast 
separated into riblets by cutting be- 
tween the ribs. 

Q. How should this cut be prepared? 
A. Since veal riblets contain little 
fat, they are more tender when 
cooked by the moist heat methods 
of braising of cooking in liquid. To 
braise, brown the meat first in hot 
fat, then add a small amount of 
liquid, cover, and cook slowly until 
tender, about 142 hours. If the rib- 
lets are to be cooked in liquid, as 
for a stew, brown in hot fat, add 
enough liquid to cover the meat, 
cover tightly, and cook until tender, 
also about 1%¢ hours. In either 
method of cooking, vegetables may 
be added just long enough before 
the end of cooking time so that they 
are tender,
